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Arrica, Sunday, February 18, 1900.— 
Leaving the town Durban behind us, drove along particularly 
good road, banked either side flowering shrubs and foliage plants 
luxuriant their growth and peculiar tropical climates. There are 
many hedges here made the prickly pear (cactus), which when 
flower presents most attractive line. This plant were warned not 
touch, the fine points easily penetrate the skin and poison the 
flesh. The clear atmosphere and brilliant sunshine shows the coun- 
try looking its best. 

The houses, residences wealthy people, not Durban only, but 
men engaged mining and other pursuits Natal and elsewhere, 
and now filled with refugees, have the distinct advantage being de- 
tached and are built spacious grounds. The terraced lawns and 
gardens are kept the beautiful order peculiar England and Eng- 
lish homes, and convey the impression beauty and comfort. 

The irregular style which the houses are built and the different 
sites suggest the idea that extensive and unlimited view what 
particularly desired, and the balconies and verandas are large, cool- 
looking, and inviting. 

Since leaving the town have made gradual ascent, and are now 
the highest point this road, and stop look around. 
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Behind the land hilly rolling, and before the great, 
wide sea. our feet lie Durban and Port Natal, the inner anchor- 
and little the left the outer anchorage. The sky and sea to-day 
one color. 

Naturally, turn first find the hospital ship Maine, and there 
she lies anchor the harbor, looking “like idle ship upon 
painted ocean,” motionless the still water. The thought came 
that was very suitable resting-place for those who had lately 
been exposed, the fighting-line, the inevitable conditions existing 
actual warfare, which perhaps can better realized remember- 
ing Sherman’s words, war Hell.” The same idea, though 
couched different words, was expressed one the wounded sol- 
diers, who, when relating his impression the battle Spion 
Kop, said: have been brought believe there can place 
worse than Hell. Now know there can place worse than Spion 
Kop battle-field.” 

Satisfied that all was well board the Maine, our comments ran 

the different vessels lying anchor, some within and some without 
the bar. Most the larger vessels were the transports utilized bring 
over the troops from India. Terrible still waits the return 
the part her crew who are absent with the forces seeking relieve 
Ladysmith, the pivot which all our thoughts turn. 
tried read the flags (this being Sunday, the ships are 
dressed), which proved difficult task, though felt proud re- 
membering that several nautical terms had become familiar and 
were daily use since being the Maine. 

The fact that little knowledge dangerous emphasized the 
following anecdote: well-known and, might add, popular writer, 
describing harbor scene night somewhere South America, 
wrote (the sense which was): “The red and green side-lights the 
ships anchor the bay, reflected the water, enhanced the beauty 
the scene.” This quite graphic, and makes pretty picture, but 
our narrator continued, For future reference, should you ever 
tempted become writer, allow inform you that ships 
anchor not carry red and green side-lights,” immediately the picture 
which had been mentally depicted was ruthlessly destroyed, and our 
comments ships were effectually silenced. 

must have been this point the Umgeni Road, overlooking 
the Bay, that Kruger, then President the Transvaal, dreamed 
building residence, from the which intended, seated 
his arm-chair, with pipe hand, gaze upon his navy riding 
anchor the harbor. Castles built Spain since the Spanish-American 
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War have not proved tenable, and this dream never likely 
materialized. But who dare prophesy these days? 

Daily wait for news, and the little hear depressing 
nature. The descriptions given the wounded soldiers intrenched 
positions occupied the Boers prove that they are serious menace 
the work relieving Ladysmith, and the tactics employed the 
Boer will eventually become proverb among people who have learned 
respect foe worthy their most strenuous effort.

church, chapel, temple within the radius vision, concluded 
that these Kaffirs were governed Watts’s assertion that Cleanliness 
next and were content should so. 

Umgeni Gardens lay little farther on, and must say that 
were disappointed them. The flowers and flowering shrubs are pro- 
fuse, yet the effect produced uncontrolled, untrained growth not 
pleasing our critical minds. The Botanical Garden. Durban 
very fine and worth visit. 

have met people nearly all nationalities and many Kaffirs. 
Included the former are Englishmen, Americans, Germans, Egyptians, 
Arabians, Cingalese, Hindoos, Persians, and Malays. The Kaffirs are 
composed principally members the tribes bordering Natal, 
Zululand, Pondoland, Basutoland, and Griqualand, and, with coolies, 
form the laboring classes principally. 

The Zulus, told, are most moral tribe, the crime im- 
morality being punishable with death. see the Zulu his advan- 
tage, should his own country. story told English- 
woman, who, being somewhat disconcerted the absence what she 
considered proper clothing, asked Zulu woman the question, Are 
you not cold, without more clothes?” reply the interrogative 
fashion was, “Is Englishwoman’s face cold?” The 
answer, No,” immediately liberated the idea the Zulu’s mind, and 
she naively replied, “So face all over.” 

The coolies are Indian descent and are valuable acquisition 
the agricultural districts Natal. 

The Hindoos dress are very striking, adhering, they do, 
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the Oriental style, wearing ornaments hair, ears, nose, also anklets 
and armlets, and babies are seen decorated with toe-rings. The 
silk skirt and head-dress the Hindoo woman usually bright 
crimson, yellow, green color, and particularly becoming their 
dusky complexions. The artistic manner which the dress, single 
width silk sufficient length, adjusted serve skirt, turban, 
and drape for the shoulders excites our envy, for the effect whole 
graceful and picturesque. 

Kaffir and his wife attracted our attention. The former was 
dressed very ugly black clothes, high hat, and walked front under 
umbrella with great deal dignity. was followed his wife, 
tall, finely proportioned woman, who, with only loose tunic 
coarse canvas, falling from the shoulders the knees, and carrying 
two large bundles her head, looked with apparently much 
interest that with which regarded them, but feeling pity 
pervaded our thoughts which must have been absent from hers. Yet 
this heavily burdened woman looked happy. 

The Hindoo temple, frequented place worship the 
coolies, deserves passing notice only. The building, the usual temple 
style, ugly, though the grounds are spacious and well kept. The en- 
trance through roofless square court, which contains several idols 
unlike any particular object. The doors the temple proper are 
this court. one allowed cross the threshold without first 
removing shoes and stockings, our curiosity was easily satisfied, and 
contented ourselves with superficial view. 

dined the Royal Hotel, Durban, and were favorably im- 
pressed, especially the waiters, who are all Hindoos. They wear 


white linen trousers, stockings shoes, loose tunics white linen 


also, which are confined the waist with sash belt gorgeous 
hue, with immaculate white turban, most artistically adjusted. 
Speechless, almost so, noiseless and rapid their movements, salaam- 
ing and respectful, they appealed ideal servants. 

Returning the Maine, our floating home, about eight 
found all the patients had passed restful day. Captain Percy Scott,

Making the most this opportunity, left Durban the same 
evening. was joined the railway carriage nurse dressed 
khaki-colored uniform and wearing red cross her arm, who in- 
formed that she was Colonial, and found little difficulty 
entering into conversation with her. She became quite communicative. 
Having been driven from her home Northern Natal early No- 
vember, she immediately offered her services the British Government 
the hope being assigned duty one the transports returning 
England. These appointments were not the hands the medical 
officers South Africa, and she was now her way nurse officer’s 
family Pietermaritzburg, the capital Natal. The wife 
Orange Free State burgher soon made our party three, her destination 
being one station beyond Pietermaritzburg. first she appeared re- 
served and reticent, but after joining cup tea, the sesame 
the Englishwoman’s heart, she gave considerable information re- 
garding the feeling the Free State.

The sun, breaking through the 
scurrying clouds, gave the golden tinge which contrasted wonderfully 
with the intense green the grass and trees. The road continual 
ascent from the coast up, and Mooi River five thousand feet above the 
sea.

was quite dark when reached Maritzburg, and little the 
town can seen from the station, but surprise was store when, 
after travelling short time, rounded curve and looked down upon 
fairy town valley.

THE DUTIES OPERATING-ROOM NURSE

duties operating-room nurse, especially they include 
the care the sterilizing-room, are very numerous. They require 
knowledge the principles asepsis, careful attention details, and 
much forethought the preparation supplies. 

The care the operating-room includes dusting with clean, damp 
cloths, polishing glass, tables, and utensils, careful supervision 
floor-scrubbing and metal-polishing, and the regulation the tempera- 
ture and ventilation the room. addition the daily cleaning, 
desirable use solution corrosive sublimate 3000) before 
operation, especially before laparotomy, and all basins used for 
sterile water any the antiseptic solutions should thoroughly 
cleansed with the same strength corrosive solution. 

All bottles solutions and jars dressings must kept filled, and 
there must supply bandages (gauze and cotton rollers), pins, and 
sterile gauze and cotton. Sterile glass irrigating-tubes, catheters, and 
vaginal douche tubes are kept ninety-five per cent. alcohol, also few 
rubber drainage-tubes. 

The surgeons’ retiring-room must kept perfect order, and 
supplied with soap, nail-brushes, orange-wood sticks, and towels. Special 
nail-brushes are reserved for laparotomies. one pinned 
piece compress, boiled twenty minutes, and kept corrosive subli- 
mate solution 3000). 

the sterilizing-room are usually kept supplies sterile goods, 
rubber gloves, ligatures, needles, dressings, and salt-solution, and here 
the nurse makes most her preparations. Gowns, sheets, towels, and 
sponges have folded the regulation way and pinned securely 
double thickness cotton cloth, each package being marked specify 
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its contents and the date sterilization. Gowns are folded that the 
button-side the yoke the outside, and only one put pack- 
age. sheets are placed two package and draw-sheets three 
package, both being folded compactly and uniformly. Small towels 
are put two package, and large ones only one. Gauze sponges 
two three sizes can made carefully folding cut gauze such 
way that all the edges are securely turned and sewing necessary. 

Wicks and strips various widths may made gauze, the 
commonest width general use being strips three six inches wide. 
Six eight may placed each package, according the plan 
adopted. Sponges also are counted before being put packages. 

Pads made gauze and absorbent cotton may any size de- 
sired, and may put singly with specified number package. 

Gauze also cut, rolled several layers thick, and placed cylin- 
drical tin boxes, sterilized dry heat for aseptic dressings. Sheet- 
wadding folded single sheets also sterilized the same way 
cover the gauze dressings. All these goods are sterilized for two hours 
and half, and the fractional process” used, hour each 
the two succeeding days. 

supply sterile goods reserved for emergencies well for 
regular cases. 

addition the sterile goods, the nurse prepares iodoform gauze 
and various kinds packing and tampons. 

The instruments for all operations are selected the surgeon 
his assistant, and, with the exception the knives, are wrapped strong 
cotton cloth for sterilization. The knives are cleaned with soap and 
water, ether, and alcohol (ninety-five per cent.). They are wrapped 
separate sterile towels and boiled three minutes, but the rest the 
instruments are boiled one-half hour water which small amount 
bicarbonate soda has been added. 

Most surgeons have individual preferences the choice needles, 
ligatures, etc., and the duty the operating-room nurse acquaint 
herself with these preferences, and carefully prepare what each re- 
quires for his use. 

silk ligatures are used, four sizes are selected, and dozen 
ligatures (twenty-four inches long) each size are fastened towel, 
each size being pinned separate strand. 

Silkworm-gut (from twelve eighteen ligatures) enclosed 
clean test-tube, the open end being closed absorbent-cotton plug 
secured piece gauze and rubber band. Both silk and silkworm- 
gut are sometimes subjected one hour’s dry sterilizing before being 
boiled. They should boiled one-half hour clear water without soda. 
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Catgut (both plain and chromicized) and kangaroo-gut come pre- 
pared sterile tubes, but one-half hour’s boiling does not injure them, 
and the process makes one chance less infection. 

Needles proper sizes and shapes, according the operation, are 
run into towels and boiled with the instruments. many ways 
better have the needles and ligatures sterilized separately, and the 
sutures can threaded easily they are required. Intestinal sutures” 
(which are ordinary number nine sewing-needles threaded with fine silk) 
and “carriers” (which are threaded with coarse silk doubled form 
loop) are prepared beforehand. 

few large safety-pins should boiled with the instruments, and 
may used secure sterile sheets and towels which surround the field 
operation. Silver wire, needed, may boiled with the instruments. 

Rubber gloves are tied together pairs with pieces cotton band- 
age which marked the wearer’s name. few cots should placed 
with them towel, used case glove-finger becomes punctured. 
These should boiled three minutes. Rubber tubing which may 
used for salt-solution irrigation should also sterilized boiling. 

have all these things ready before the operation requires careful 
planning, one sterilizer frequently does duty for everything except 
the sterile goods, which are done the dry process. 

The operating-room nurse responsible for every detail the 
preparation, including the careful instruction her assistant nurse. 
all has been well done, will prevent awkwardness and delay during 
the progress the operation.

This just truly antidote the toxin acid 
poisonous dose alkali, put into that patient’s stomach some 
acid, as, for instance, acetic acid the shape vinegar. know 
that the patient has within his body poisonous dose diphtheria toxin, 
rational follow nature’s method and give that patient the anti- 
dote the shape antitoxin. This the modern treatment diph- 
theria. merely imitation nature. has been found that 
treating horses certain method, the repeated injections 
diphtheria toxins, the blood-serum these horses develops large amount 
antitoxin. This antitoxin injected into human being renders him 
for the time being immune diphtheria. Then, though the diphtheria 
germ may lodge the throat and produce its toxins, these toxins will 
not produce any the constitutional symptoms the disease because 
the presence the blood this antidote, the antitoxin. 

This immunity lasts only for short time, for few days weeks. 
has been further found that even though susceptible person in- 
fected with the diphtheria germ, and have the diphtheritic process fully 
established the throat, and the diphtheria toxemia well advanced, 
sufficient amount antitoxin injected into the circulation may

ment employed, the better for the patient. The longer the toxemia 
has lasted, the greater the changes that have been produced the heart, 
nerves, and kidneys; the greater the degree anemia, the greater the 
prostration the patient. Therefore, becomes almost axiom 
the treatment diphtheria that the earlier the antitoxin applied, the 
better the prognosis. 

The method using antitoxin practically the method giving 
hypodermic injection. The serum comes little glass vials dif- 
ferent strengths and containing varying amounts, which the physician 
employs, depending the severity the case, the age the patient, 
the length time the disease has lasted. desires give the anti- 
toxin induce immunity, may give small dose, two three hun- 
dred units, for the antitoxin figured units rather than drops 
centimetres, thus insuring the proper dose, matter what the 
degree strength the antitoxin may be. the disease already 
present, may give thousand units fifteen hundred units, which 
perhaps the average dose administered, severer cases, and particu- 
larly those far advanced, the initial dose may two three thousand 
units even more. may repeat the dose twelve twenty-four 
hours, may seem best. administering the remedy the greatest care 
exercised that the little operation done under aseptic precau- 
tions. The field operation—that is, the sterilized the 
usual manner soap, water, and alcohol; the needle and the syringe 
must thoroughly cleansed, and syringes are commonly constructed 
that sterilization boiling can secured; the hands the operator 
and the nurses who assist, the towels, the that 
employed,—should thoroughly cleaned. The fluid drawn into 
the sterile syringe and the injection made into the subcutaneous tissue, 
great care being taken that not made into between the layers 
the skin. The point selected varies, some preferring inject between 
the shoulder-blades, and others preferring the back side the hip 
back the thigh. The injection, rule, causes but slight pain. 
The slight wound sealed with cotton and collodion, and the patient 
not allowed pick scratch the cotton lie upon that portion 
the body, the skin sometimes little reddened and irritated after 
the injection. 

One caution may given here regarding the injection. The manu- 
facturers have reported that some specimens antitoxin have been re- 
turned them poor, because, when about used, they were found 
muddy, and often somewhat thick. has happened some 
these cases least that the nurse the physician has used the syringe 
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immediately after has been sterilized and when very hot. The 
serum drawn into the hot syringe has its albumin coagulated, and this 
renders muddy. The syringe should, therefore, cold, least 
cool, when used. And alcohol should allowed remain 
the syringe, this also may coagulate the antitoxin. 

cases where the antitoxin works favorably the good result will 
usually show within period from twelve sixteen hours. There 
lowering the temperature, improvement the pulse and general 
condition the patient, and examining the throat found that 
the membrane has not spread, and that there tendency for 
the edges. Within another twenty-four hours may have entirely 
disappeared. The change that wrought severe case diphtheria 
injection antitoxin little short marvellous. child that 
was dull, stupid, perhaps slightly delirious, with rapid, feeble pulse, high 
temperature, with swollen neck, rapidly-spreading membrane the 
throat, twenty-four hours converted into bright, intelligent child 
with normal temperature, pulse diminished rapidity, and with the 
swelling the neck lessened, and the membrane, has not entirely 
disappeared, least showing tendency slough. 

Those who have had the greatest experience with the antitoxin are 
those who are loudest its praise. Those who have had but slight 
experience, perhaps using poor preparation antitoxin and using 
too small doses, using late the disease, have met with less favor- 
able results and are prejudiced against it. The prejudice those who 
have never employed all should scarcely considered. The reasons 
for failure are the late employment the remedy, mixed infections, 
that is, mixed septicemias and and possibly some idiosyn- 
crasy the patient that not know about. 

This, brief, the modern treatment diphtheria, and yet, while 
the physician to-day leans heavily antitoxin and feels that 
has remedy that really acts specific, should not forget that 
the older methods treatment are not overlooked. Thus, atten-

destroy all the germs prevent the absorption the toxins, pos- 
sible that may destroy antiseptic gargles, sprays, swabs many 
germs, and thus lessen the amount toxin that manufactured. Physi- 
cians differ very much their preference for local applications, some 
preferring that the application made with swab spite the 
struggles the child, and others, and seems more wisely, preferring 
the spray the swab, especially the child nervous and struggles 
and fights every time application made the throat. 

not the purpose this article advocate any one special drug 
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the local treatment diphtheria, and the nurse performing her 
duty simply carries out the directions the attending physician. Local 
applications the outside the throat are frequently made, either 
the shape cold, which would seem preferable, the shape hot 
fomentations, which relieve the pain and sometimes seem take down 
the swelling. With the fear cardiac failure, clear that the patient 
should kept quiet bed, and wherever there tendency irregu- 
larity the pulse, and when for some unaccountable reason the pulse 
becomes slow, often unnaturally slow, dropping 50, absolute 
quiet should insisted upon, these are warnings that the heart 
weak and may give out suddenly. 

The nourishment question problem which often difficult 
solve. many instances the patient with appetite, with perhaps 
nausea and pain swallowing, rather difficult feed, and yet feed- 
ing prolonged case the utmost importance. This taxes the 
ingenuity and patience the nurse the utmost. rule, the nurse, 
with tact and perseverance, will able get her little patient take 
milk whatever food may selected. some cases prolonged 
disease, particularly where post-diphtheritic paralysis ensues, may 
necessary resort feeding the stomach-tube the nasal tube, 
although these cases are rare. 

The care the skin, the sponging for temperature, the attention 
the bowels, will the same diphtheria any other acute fever. 
Realizing the importance elimination, see how necessary that 
the skin should kept clean and that the kidneys and bowels should 
kept open. certainly good rule cases diphtheria allow 
the patients plenty water, the kidneys are thereby flushed out, and 
they tend carry off the toxin the disease. 

The question frequently asked, How can nurse taking care 
patient sick with diphtheria best avoid contracting the disease her- 
self, and how can she prevent the spread the disease other members 
the While there space into details, one may say 
that the nurse fully realizes the nature the disease—that due 
micro-organism, that that micro-organism the throat and nose 
the patient, that every bit membrane, that every bit discharge 
from the nose, that the saliva, and even the air that exhaled the act 
coughing, may contain numerous micro-organism—she will in- 
genious and devise means preventing the spread the disease and 
the danger contracting herself. She will anxious about the 
sputum and nasal discharges cases tuberculosis. There will 
sputum-cups that can emptied and thoroughly sterilized, there 
will bits cheese-cloth that can burned, instead the handker- 
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chief towel that the parents may prefer use. The clothing the 
patient and the bedclothes will not allowed the general wash. 
The dishes, knives, forks, etc., will washed the room, will 
boiled thoroughly before being put with the other table utensils. The 
members the family will kept from the patient far possible, 
and where practicable separate room with good ventilation will 
secured. sheet, covered with some antiseptic, should hung 
front the door catch particles dust that might carried out 
into the hall other rooms the current air. The little patient 
will thus practically quarantined together with his nurse. 

the nurse will remember two simple directions, she will avoid 
the greatest danger contagion. One is, not let the patient cough 
breathe into her face. The other is, not touch herself with her 
hands, that have been contact with the patient, until they have been 
thoroughly washed and this way sterilized. There can ques- 
tion that most cases diphtheria arise from actual contact the par- 
ticles membrane from the throat the patient with the body the 
healthy individual. This contact occurs either the act cough- 
ing the membrane being brought the body the healthy indi- 
vidual the hands fingers. 

this short portrayal the subject diphtheria there much 
that old. the same old disease that was decades ago, with the 
same local manifestations the throat, the same constitutional symp- 
toms, the same danger heart failure, the same tendency post-diph- 
theritic paralyses, the same danger others; but viewed the light 
modern pathology and bacteriology, the entire disease takes new 
and different aspect. viewed from different stand-point, and 
with the modern conception the disease see more clearly the dangers 
and can more readily avoid them. with antitoxin the 
physician to-day feels though had weapon that can cope with 
the deadly microbe this terrible disease.

THE FEEDING CHILDREN 


JOSEPH ROBY, A.B., M.D. 
Rochester, New York 


has been written late the medical journals the 
subject food, and especially infant feeding, that seems though 
any further article would superfluous, except that this case the 
seed fall new ground and good ground, for the nurse has 
exceptional opportunity instruct the young mother. 

well understand the outset the need for the different 
kinds food and what these foods are. The chief uses food are (1) 
form the materials the body and repair their waste; (2) yield 
energy the form heat and power, for one cannot make something 
out nothing, and the child will not grow and increase weight with- 
out some building material, neither can run without fuel. 

All foods, matter how different they may appear when the 
table, can practically put into five divisions,—(1) protein, (2) fats, 
(3) (4) salts, and (5) water. these five, three are 
absolutely necessary life, protein, salts, and water, existence being 
possible without the others. Protein here used broad term 
include all the organic compounds nitrogen. The most important 
subdivision this class the albumins, for without this food man can- 
not exist. These are the building materials the body, and are repre- 
sented the curd, casein, milk, the white, albumin, the egg, 
and the gluten wheat flour. 

After digestion the gastric juice the stomach the pan- 
creatic juice the intestine, they are taken the blood another 
form albumin and carried the muscles, liver, brain, etc., make 
new cells repair the old ones. These albumins make an- 
other very important thing the body, namely, the hemoglobin, red 
coloring matter the blood—the oxygen-carrier, without which 
normal amount vigorous mental physical life impossible. 
practically every part the child’s body growing and increasing 
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size the addition new cells made albuminous material, 
necessary that there should proper amount animal food the 
diet, for animal food yields the most proteid. 

The fats, examples which are the fat meat, butter-fat milk, 
olive oil, the corn and wheat, serve for fuel that burned 
oil burns lamp, only more slowly, and partly are stored 
body fat. 

The carbohydrates, which include all the various forms starch 
and sugar, act fuel and are also transformed into fats and stored 
the body such. The child needs proportionately more this kind 
food than the adult, for the child’s nutritive processes are more 
active, the heart works proportionately harder, and the muscles 
healthy child are kept almost constant motion. man the correct 
nutritive ratio one five six,—that the ratio the albuminoids 
the fuels calculated fuel the mother furnishes her 
baby with food having nutritive ratio one ten twelve. 

All the food materials contain some all these nutrients 
different quantities, and for this reason, well for the fact that 
some the foods one kind nutrient more completely more 
quickly digested than another, impossible say that under 
all conditions any one food the best food. For example, child with 
tendency constipation needs food such oatmeal fruit, that 
leaves undigested residue, that will mechanically irritate the intes- 
tine increased activity, and one suffering from food such 
milk, that completely digested and therefore leaves undigested 
residue irritate the already inflamed intestine. that deciding 
upon what good food for child necessary consider: 

The quantity the nutrients the food. 

The rapidity digestion. 

The completeness digestion. 

Among the poor, the cost the food. 

the intention this paper give few general considerations 
food and its nutrient value, and subsequent paper give more 
particular ideas for feeding children between the ages one and twelve 
fifteen. 

For child, for adult, great deal depends upon the cooking 
the food, the method serving when cooked, and the state the 
mind the child the mealtime. attempt should always made 
have the food look attractive and clean. the food meant 
hot, should hot, and not lukewarm cold. Palatability and 
digestibility hand hand, and the intelligent preparation so- 
called cheap tough piece meat, for example, may result diges- 
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tible and nutritive product the more careless preparation piece 
tenderloin.” 

Roasting more economical than boiling, because boiling part 
the nutritive matter dissolved out and thrown away with the water. 
Frying also more economical than boiling, but very probable that 
the resulting product not quite digestible when the meat 
roasted, owing the more intimate admixture fat, which not 
digested all the stomach, but has the advantage getting 
increased amount fuel food into thin child, provided the child’s 
stomach digestion not interfered with the presence the fat. 
Vegetables and cereals should well cooked and meats more rarely 
cooked general rule. Vegetables, such potatoes, boiled with the 
skins on, retain more the nutrients than when peeled before boiling. 
Potatoes and oatmeal especially should thoroughly cooked before 
being fed children. 

mixed diet the best one for man, experience has proved and 
proving every day. only necessary look the lips few 
children brought large extent vegetable diet con- 
vineed. Neither diet animal food alone recommended for 
child, would throw great strain part the system use the 
albumins fuel place the usual starch sugar. The diet, besides 
containing animal food, cereals, vegetables, and fruit, should not 
monotonous one. well change the cereals from time time. 
child who not eating well home will very often develop envi- 
able appetite the house friend relation. 

Change air and scene greatly improves the appetite. The state 
the mind the time eating probably does not affect the digestion 
much does adults, whom anger great mental excite- 
ment the process can practically stopped, but must have some influ- 
ence. The meal should pleasant and happy possible, and the 
child’s training, except for table manners and what should should 
not eat, left for some other time. The meal should not hurried. The 
food should masticated well. great many children grow with 
dietary very much limited. How often one sees child who does not 
eat any potatoes bread oatmeal, and how difficult is, when they 
get older and begin visit, pick out something that they are willing 
eat. child who old enough and well enough eat all kinds 
plain food should taught it. “There are children who acquire 
dislike for meat and who persistently refuse until they become 
mic and feeble, and there are others who refuse fresh vegetables, which 
they need. great misfortune for child indulged such 
likes and dislikes. How often the physician baffled the treatment 
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severe disease like typhoid fever, which requires milk diet, the 
patient insisting has never been able drink milk since childhood. 
there any taste which natural all men, that for milk, upon 
which all must live during infancy. And there reason why 
children should not retain normal fondness for 

the appended list can seen that the proteids animal 
food are general way more completely digested than those from 
vegetable food; that with the exception peas, twenty-four per cent., 
beans, twenty-two per cent., and lentils, twenty-six per cent. (all dried), 
animal food contains more protein than vegetable; that fat found 
mainly animal food, slightly cereals, and least all vegetables 
that starch sugar absent from animal food except milk. under- 
stand the list, take milk, for example. means that one hundred 
ounces 3.6 ounces are protein, all which digested; four ounces are 
butter fat, 3.8 ounces being digested, and 4.7 ounces are sugar, all 
which digested, the other 87.7 ounces being 0.7 ounces salts and 
eighty-seven ounces water.

THE PRELIMINARY EDUCATION NURSES

looking over the field nursing and noting the remarkable 
improvements made some directions, our attention drawn one 
particular phase our work which certain departures have been 
made from ordinary methods which seem significant ten- 
dencies thought, and such worthy careful consideration. 
The changes referred are the establishment some schools for nurses 
what called preliminary training,” meaning, briefly, period set 
apart for the preparation the pupil nurse some preliminary instruc- 
tion before permitting her proceed with the further training pro- 
vided practical work the hospital wards. From the fact that these 
changes have been established schools widely remote from one another, 
and without communication common impulse, would seem that 
each school must responding its own way recognized need 
its work. 

The first school, far know, demonstrate the existence 
such need making provision meet was the Glasgow Royal 
Infirmary, which January, 1893, established course preliminary 
training extending over period three months. This plan pre- 
liminary instruction included courses lectures and demonstrations 
anatomy, physiology, bacteriology, and hygiene, the principles 
therapeutics, cookery, and ward work. The course was divided into 
two parts; the first, consisting lectures, etc., was delivered St. 
Mungo’s College; the second and more advanced part was given the 
hospital. Entrance upon the second half the course was conditional 
upon passing the examinations the first. The fees for the full course 
were about five pounds, the pupil providing board and lodging for the 
three months her own expense. 


establishing this course instruction the superintendent 
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nurses, Mrs. Strong,* referred her experience hospital nursing, 
extending over thirty years, which had made evident that pupil 
requires certain amount technical knowledge before she can reap 
any benefit from the practical part her work service others 
that the ignorance probationer dangerous ignorance, greatly 
lessened preliminary instruction and training, and that further 
advantage derived from the uniformity such instruction. great 
importance also was the removal that serious interference with the 
proper administration the work the wards which resulted from 
taking away pupils irregular hours attend classes and lectures. 

somewhat similar course training that which has been out- 
lined above was established the London Hospital about 
differs from that the Glasgow Infirmary the following points: 
length, which was about six weeks; some its subjects; pro- 
viding board and lodging free expense, and the fact that was 
expressly stated established for limited number selected candi- 
dates. 

Pupil probationers received instruction and were required 
perform such household duties would subsequently fall their share 
when admitted the wards.

Here the first six months the three years are set aside for the prepara- 
tion the pupil for her practical work later, and are called probation- 
ary period. During the first term the probationary year instruc- 
tion given anatomy and physiology, chemistry and hygiene, 
the principles asepsis, all branches practical house- 
keeping, especially housekeeping for the sick, and the care infants 
and convalescents. the end six months, probationers who have 
passed satisfactory examinations and who have proved their efficiency 
all these branches are given nursing service the wards the 
Waltham Hospital. As, addition, “during the first term the 
junior year student nurses are assigned nursing service the private 
practice their physician-instructors,” evident that this not 
preliminary training the sense which has been established 
the schools before referred to. Practical nursing work, done outside 
the hospital instead it, apparently performed the proba- 
tioner from the date entrance. This done partly under supervi- 
sion and partly without it, the accompanying extract from the circular 
will show: 

distinctive feature the school the training given district 
visiting nursing. has already been stated, the probationers are taken 
out the superintendent her assistants such work, beginning with 
the more simple cases. Several thousand such visits are made during 
each year. these nursing visits they are taught how wash and 
dress infants, how care for lying-in women, how make clean and 
comfortable convalescent patients and helpless chronic invalids who either 
cannot afford not need continuous nursing. After the probationer 
has satisfied her teachers her ability well the nursing service 
required one place, she makes the visit herself the following 
days until the patient recovers until another probationer taken 
there taught, and she transferred more difficult case.” 

The course this hospital cannot, therefore, considered any 
sense adequate preliminary course. 

That some preparatory instruction the pupil before permitting

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sity idea, then, which has taken definite form course in- 
struction provided for that purpose three important centres. 

further interest see what degree such ideas may 
held others representative the nursing profession and competent 
judge its needs. From recent papers and addresses given before 
our nursing societies find evidences the general tendency thought 
nurse gaining her theoretical knowledge the young doctor does his 
before entering the hospital wards. This itself would infinite 
value, and would render the nurse’s work both intelligent and interest- 
ing from the outset.” 

Again quote: “The time may not have arrived for training- 
schools this country take such long step advance adopt 
the plan the Glasgow Royal Infirmary giving preliminary course 
instruction. Boards Trustees might demur the additional ex- 
pense, and might take good while educate them appreciation 
its advantages.” 

And again: knowledge housekeeping, essential nurse’s 
work, often found lacking the young women who make applica- 
tion, that until domestic economy becomes branch education our 
public and private schools fear cannot hope for much improvement.

What has been accomplished towards Uniform Curriculum,” Miss 
McKechnie, superintendent nurses, New York Infirmary for Women. 
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little such have been accepted intelligent and effective other 
educational institutions somewhat similar scope and purpose. The 
school for nurses claims standing-room among schools whose purpose 
teach profession, precisely the medical schools teaches its 
graduates practise medicine, the law school prepares its graduates 
for admission the bar. The scope such school bounded only 
the largest conception the requirements that profession, the 
aspirations and ability its faculty, and the means their disposal. 
All professional schools, therefore, having largely one purpose, may 
assumed that they should possess certain general similarity 
methods, such definite requirements for admission, and such graded 
arrangement the subjects instruction that the student may 
carried forward his studies from year year orderly and logical 
way. Requirements for admission all professional schools vary greatly 
the different professions and different schools the same profes- 
sion, but they are the subject continual agitation and continual im- 
provement. Not only demanded that the applicant for admission 
great professional schools shall have good foundation general edu- 
or, better still, college degree, but that shall have been 
some way prepared for the professional school studies which are 
directly preliminary, and the tendency schools and colleges 
prepare the student electives. The college degree applicant 
for admission school may fact stand not only for gen- 
eral preparatory knowledge, but also for special attainments the line 
biology, physics, and chemistry, all leading practical work and 
having important bearing his future career. proper and 
logical system education the acquisition new knowledge must de- 
pend considerable extent what has been previously acquired. 

How far training-schools for nurses conform the require- 
ments such system? What are our requirements for 
What are our methods instruction? inspection such circu- 
lars are furnished our schools for the information and in- 
struction applicants shows plainly that have few arbitrary re- 
quirements any kind, and these relate mainly age, size, and physical 
conditions. Stress usually and wisely laid upon good character 
essential, but upon the important point educational qualifications 
attainments, such might reasonably supposed prepare one 
for profession, there silence which speaks louder than words. 
Among the sixteen eighteen questions which average application- 
blank may composed, brief “where educated?” may all that 
suggests the applicant that any educational qualification necessary 
even desirable. and there effort has been made establish 
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definite standard statement that applicants must pass certain 
prescribed examinations before after admission, but these are neither 
uniform nor general, nor they extend any case beyond the range 
the simplest elementary knowledge afforded common-school educa- 
tion. The last word the subject educational requirements proper 
said when remind those who apply that women superior educa- 
tion and cultivation will preferred. realize, sure, that many 
not concede the claims which nursing makes ranked among the 
professions, and them and others the possession superior educa- 
tion” neither necessary nor desirable. One may pause here just long 
enough remind those holding these opinions that they are not new, 
but have been held various times concerning every one even those 
professions which now justly call learned—theology, law, medicine, 
the scientific professions, and teaching. Thirty-five years ago, says 
President Eliot, some the medical students could hardly write, 
that the taking notes was difficult for them. present our con- 
viction that neither the public generally nor even the governing bodies 
schools for nurses have yet come any adequate appreciation what 
may reasonably expected from the nursing profession, and hence arises 
some the difficulties met with our efforts improve present condi- 
tions. Until there clearer and more general understanding the 
possibilities which the work nursing holds, shall unable 
advance appreciably our present requirements for admission. also 
steadily borne mind that school for nurses does not merely

long these conditions exist, requirements, being governed im- 
perative considerations, must remain measure adjustable. equal 
importance also stands the fact that the education the average candi- 
date mere chaos information little value herself any- 
body else. those matters which most nearly concern every-day 
life she pitiably ignorant, having been systematically shielded from 
every trial difficulty, often even from the necessity making 
effort any kind which she did not choose make. Even when she 
does not lack natural mental capacity, the ability use her hands 
any satisfactory purpose, accomplish definite results any direction, 
has been almost universally found wanting. goes without saying that 
the higher qualities, judgment, self-control, habitual decisiveness, dis- 
cretion, understanding the dignity labor, are largely unde- 
veloped. Such preliminary education would qualify one aright for the 
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work nursing the sick hard find anywhere. are educated 
general way every circumstance and condition our own lives 
from the day our birth, and the nature and extent this education 
are powerful factors determining our fitness for responsibilities 
any accumulation facts acquired through the indirect medium 
books. Studies,” says Lord Bacon, give forth directions too much 
large unless they bounded experience,” and adds, there 
wisdom about them and above them won observation.” 

speaks volumes for the educating power the school nursing 
that from such untrained and wrongly educated material (always the 
best that offers) there are finally sent forth many capable, thought- 
ful, skilful women who ultimately become useful the community and 
credit the profession. The business the school for nurses, how- 
ever, teach the work nursing, and its definite responsibilities 
should begin and end somewhere. While clearly present our duty 
take the best which comes, and supply far possible training 
the school which the applicants should have received before coming 
it, and which the only foundation upon which can build, 
should not unmindful the necessity continuing our efforts 
advance the standards requirements for admission, and relieve the 
school task extraordinary difficulty including among these 
qualifications much that now forms part the course instruction. 
comparison our methods instruction with those other schools 
shows remarkable points difference. There must best way 
mastering any subject, and while each presents its own peculiar diffi- 
culties, met special provisions and measures, yet this cannot 
utterly unlike others form part any system group 
find the general scheme education teaching training which 
may serve guide. suggested that the nature this subject 
different from others that methods may wisely and safely em- 
ployed its teaching which would not considered applied 
other subjects, must reply that facts know them not corrobo- 
rate such belief. our present methods the pupil, with few suitable 
qualifications, previous study, preliminary training, brought 
once into the practical side her work. great amount practical 
work placed upon the pupil long before she has been prepared 
definite systematic instruction. Immediately upon entrance she 
placed totally unfamiliar domestic duties requiring careful and exact 
performance, and involving appreciation quite above the common 
the necessity and importance such duties. She prepares and serves 
foods and receives her instruction this most important subject months 
afterwards. She has been taught nothing about the choice suitable 
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and nourishing materials, their careful preparation and economical use, 
the art which required feeding sick helpless patient, and the 
observation necessary note changes the appetite and quantity 
food consumed the patients, all which demand from the very 
beginning amount knowledge, care, and thought far beyond what 
possessed young pupil nurse. find her, further, administer- 
ing medicines and learning how she ought administer them and what 
effects observe possibly weeks months later. She begins early the 
personal care her patient, with its countless details and its countless 
possibilities danger him through her ignorance what she 
handling. Some previous study anatomy and physiology might not 
only prevent possible errors, but would have the further value making 
her work comprehensible from the beginning and avoiding the estab- 
lishment wrong confused ideas. 

That these statements are absolutely correct will seen from sta- 
tistics taken random from the recently published reports methods 
instruction several our representative schools. eleven out 
twenty these schools find materia medica taught the second 
year; six does not come until the third year; yet those familiar 
with the training nurses know that the pupil may begin her practical 
handling drugs within two months after admission. Dietetics are 
taught sometimes the second year, sometimes the third. Anatomy 
and physiology, while more uniformly feature the first year’s teach- 
ing, are yet found both the second and third years. reason- 
able infer that the pupils have obtained the practical part their 
instruction with much less advantage than they had received some 
systematic preparation for it. Among the arguments favor this 
method find stated that the pupil always taught individually 
head nurse senior nurse before being allowed perform any act 
work. busy hospital ward this frequently quite impossible, 
and the statement one which after some years experience and 
observation the writer unable accept; even were true, such 
method would poor substitute for careful, thorough, and systematic 
preparatory teaching. 

moment’s consideration such system now prevails shows 
its crudity and weakness. argument say that pupil can 
quite well acquire the little necessary knowledge the principles her 
work she goes along. She can acquire them much better before she 
goes along, and her going will inevitably attended with more benefit 
herself and the patient, and with considerably less chance in- 
jury him. Beyond all question practical skill the thing, and all 
instruction must have constant reference practical ends. But this 
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should preceded understanding some the principles and 
acquaintance with some the facts. 

Our methods, while containing much that admirable, have never 
grown beyond the stage infancy. What was done necessity years 
ago the effort provide better nursing hospitals now continued 
partly measure economy, and partly through indolent adherence 
custom which saves the trouble thinking. 

lengthen courses instruction and increase the number 


subjects taught, show long and elaborate schedules 


does not necessarily mean that are thereby greatly advancing the 
education nurses. equally important that there shall wise 
division theory and practice, and such arrangement each that 
practical work shall all instances preceded previous study.

State Hospital Hazleton, Pennsylvania, opened Prepara- 
tory Training-School for nurses 1893. The hospital was built 
take care the injured the Middle Coal Fields Pennsylvania. 
order admit patient there has history injury some 
kind; that being the rule, all medical cases are excluded. The rules 
also exclude women; occasionally there one admitted who can 
accommodated the one private room the hospital, but not sufficient 
number afford proper training for the nurses. 

The course training the Preparatory School one year, after 
which time the pupils are expected enter general school for nurses 
finish their training. The greatest difficulty was find pupils with 
the necessary efficiency and ability. first there was not any arrange- 
ment made with other hospitals accept the pupils after their year was 
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completed, and proved difficult matter have them received 
other good schools. 

Some schools had not any some objected taking pupils 
that had been another school; some ignored the application alto- 
gether, that became very evident that another arrangement was 
necessary. The establishment general training-school giving 
course two years was fully discussed. The second year the pupils were 
private nursing order secure surgical, medical, and obstet- 

experience nursing women. the end that time they were 
receive diplomas entitling them take their place the world 
trained nurses; but, fortunately, the majority trustees decided 
against this plan. Instead, the chief surgeon and superintendent were 
asked communicate with training-schools New York and Philadel- 
phia, and endeavor make arrangements with one more them 
accept the pupils. This has resulted most satisfactorily, and three first- 
class schools have agreed each accept two pupils from here every year, 
and addition have promised possible send probationers they 
have suitable applicants who would care take this course. The sur- 
gical training here large and varied: major amputations and tre- 
phines average two per month; laparotomies, one per month; other 
major and minor operations are more numerous, and the dispensary has 
average fifteen twenty cases dressed each day. The nurses, 
under supervision the directress, have charge the two male surgi- 
cal wards, the dispensary, and they make all bandages, 
learn prepare dressings, sutures, drainage-tubing, iodoform gauze, 
and make solutions. There are classes held from October June 
practical nursing and anatomy, besides lectures the surgeon-in-chief 
subjects pertaining their work. The work most interesting, but 
also most trying, and the nurse who bravely faces and does her duty 
towards the grimy, mangled miners the field, most them Hunga- 
rians, Poles, and Italians, will not likely shirk any duty that may 
expected her whatever sphere she may placed.

ADULTERATION FOOD SWITZERLAND 


COMMUNICATION the State Department from the American 
Consul, Boise, St. Gall, Switzerland, declares the adulteration 
food general Europe, and Switzerland legislation has had 
made against it. The chocolate, the consumption which the slot ma- 
chines have increased, adulterated with mutton-tallow, sawdust, and 
potato meal. The chief ingredients honey are syrup, meal, and 
corn-starch; Swiss cheese mixed with potatoes ground powder; 
butter adulterated with carrot juice. Bread, which furnishes seventy 
per cent. the nourishment the people the Swiss Republic, 
mixed with potato meal, and the dough soaked heavily with water 
add the weight each loaf. With coffee, tanbark, sawdust, stove 
rust, and chicory are mixed; and adulterants for tea, linden, sage, 
and strawberry-leaves are used. proved analysis that beer 
the following ingredients are added substitutes for malt and hops: 
potash, vitriol iron, alum, licorice, linseed, solution tartar, poppy 
heads, guinea grains, chamomile, pine sprouts, chicory, henbane, and 
wild cherries. Some the wine which freely consumed, declares, 
has never contained drop grape juice, since potato syrup dissolved 
rain water makes salable beverage, and the desired color and bou- 
quet are obtained mixing wine acids with cream tartar.

the hours eight and nine week-day mornings one 


‘may see Fifth-Avenue stage jogging merrily along the avenues and 


the upper East-Side district New York. What can 
have caused this familiar vehicle stray far from its accustomed 
course? you watch, you will see stop before one the many 
tenement-houses, from which little crippled child carried and care- 
fully placed within. Or, standing ready the door-step, merry little 
fellow crutches eagerly watching its approach, little girl, sup- 
ported her iron brace, without which she would almost helpless, 
excitedly waving her hand the children who have already been 
called for. the great bus goes from house house until filled 
with boys and girls, whose merry, laughing faces almost make one forget 
the poor little crippled bodies. What does all mean? Simply that 
the Children’s Aid Society has opened class for cripples the Rhine- 
lander School, 350 East Eighty-eighth Street, and has chosen this way 
conveyance until some kind friend will come forward and provide 
wagonette the children that will more comfortable and better 
adapted the purpose. 

And now, you follow this strange picnic, you will find yourself 
bright school-room where the little ones are greeted smiling, 
white-gowned nurse and teacher, who have charge the children for 
the day. 

After the morning exercises, the braces are looked to, abscesses 
dressed, straps changed, etc., and each child made comfortable 
skilled care can make him. 

This exclusively class for cripples, and keep them busy and 
happy, teach them something useful, and lead them such exer- 
cises and games may not overtax the weak little bodies the work 
the ever-watchful teacher and nurse. 
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During the noon-hour the children are served with wholesome 
luncheon, and for while nothing heard but their merry voices 
mingled with the clatter spoons and bowls. Then some songs and 
games until time for the afternoon work. two o’clock the children 
are ready for their ride home, and thus ends one happy day spent the 
Eighty-eighth Street school. 

During the summer the class taken Bath Beach, where the 
Children’s Aid Society has Summer Home, and where there 
cottage expressly built for cripples. There they stay, charge the 
nurse, for three weeks, gaining health and strength the fresh sea- 
breezes. Little, pale cheeks become round and rosy, dull eyes bright, 
and they return their parents healthy and brown and full wonder- 
ful experiences relate. 

The Children’s Aid Society the pioneer this much-needed edu- 
cational work among cripples who are not physically fitted take their 
place among the robust children the public schools, and has provided 
not only teacher, but nurse trained orthopedic work, who under- 
stands the children and their limitations, and who fitted give the 
daily attention which absolutely necessary cases. 


CARE NIPPLES 


caring for the nipples the nursing mother great harm often 
done mistaken methods cleansing. Nasty-tasting lotions are often 
applied stupid nurses, who then wonder why the babies dislike 
take washes are allowable; olive oil lanoline should 
used instead. And then for protecting dressing tallow and beeswax 
the raw white egg should freely applied. Cracks and ex- 
coriations will then astonishingly infrequent, but either torturing 
accident occurs, immediate attention demanded. After thoroughly 
disinfecting with boracic acid lotion (five per cent.) and 
with cocaine, the crack and raw surface should treated with ten- 
per-cent. solution silver nitrate, then dried pressure absorbent 
cotton and painted over with egg-albumin. For the next few nursings 
glass-bell nipple-shield should used. Thus scrupulous care 
mothers can saved from tortures that they too often suffer, and then 
becomes far easier persuade them continue nursing their babies 
accordance with the design the Medical and 
Surgical Journal.

HEROIN 


and one its salts, heroin hydrochloride, has been intro- 
morphine (di-acetyl morphine), and shares some the physical, chemi- 
cal, and therapeutic properties this drug. itself white, 
odorless powder, slightly bitter taste and almost insoluble 
water, but soluble the addition few drops acid. The 
dose heroin one-twenty-fourth one-twelfth grain. 

Heroin hydrochloride also white, crystalline, odorless powder, 
but differs from heroin itself being very soluble water, that 
can given readily hypodermically mouth. account this 
solubility the hydrochloride preferred heroin. The dose the hy- 
drochloride heroin from one-twenty-fourth one-sixth grain. 
the drug resembles morphine many its actions, the dose chil- 
dren disproportionately small, and must used with the same degree 
caution morphine itself. Accordingly, heroin its hydrochloride 
may given the form powders, pills, tablet triturates, solu- 
tion; speaking generally, can administered combination with 
other drugs much like morphine. 

The most important indication for the use heroin (or heroin 
hydrochloride) found cough, whether this due consumption, 
acute bronchitis, chronic bronchitis, pneumonia, asthma, though 
seems least efficacious asthmatic coughs, and most those due 
irritation. the large majority cases unpleasant effects 
follow its use. small percentage cases some the after-effects 
morphine appear, though lesser degree, such constipation, 
nausea, drowsiness, itching, and occasionally habituation observed. 
This habituation seems easily overcome. Stupor, giddiness, and 
severe headache have also been noted. has been additionally 
employed with considerable success substitute for morphine 
alleviating pain and producing sleep; has been used successfully 
curing morphine habitués. Heroin does not seem affect the circu- 
lation unfavorably and stimulates respiration, and general the 
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most powerful (excepting morphine) and most reliable drug our 
command to-day subdue cough. 


SULFONAL 


drug occurs the form fine, white, odorless, and taste- 
less powder, very slowly soluble cold and soluble about twenty 
parts hot water. used produce sleep doses from five 
twenty grains, and should always given dissolved hot water hot 
milk least two hours before the desired effect obtained. 
account this insolubility the drug always slow action. 

medicinal doses sulfonal causes condition resembling natural 
sleep, which may protracted and often followed drowsiness and 
mental confusion. large doses produces deep sleep lasting for 
many hours, which followed mental depression, tremors, stagger- 
ing gait, weakness, after which complete recovery occurs. 
therefore perfectly safe hypnotic single doses. 

The habitual administration sulfonal ordinary medicinal dose 
over protracted periods time accompanied considerable danger. 
The first symptom warn the patient the nurse usually pink 
coloration the urine, due the presence altered blood-pigment, 
and accompanied followed very soon albumin, blood, and tube- 
These symptoms, indicating serious kidney disease, are often 
succeeded evidences digestive nervous disturbance, such loss 
appetite, colic, obstinate constipation, local general paralysis, 
mental depression, and failure memory. Many cases advanced 
poisoning terminate fatally. For this reason exceedingly im- 
portant watch for the first symptoms chronic poisoning and 

discontinue the drug once; even then may too late save the 
patient. The treatment consists flushing out the system with large 
draughts water. 


TRIONAL 


drug closely related sulfonal its composition, physical 
properties, and general effects the system, but more rapid action, 
producing sleep doses from five twenty grains. number 
cases poisoning have been reported from the administration large 
doses for protracted periods time, but all reports show that trional 
much safer than sulfonal, probably because its greater solubility. The 
symptoms poisoning resemble those sulfonal. Trional has been 
found especially useful the insomnia attending great mental excite- 
ment.

For few years reports managers asylums for the insane have 
generally agreed that insanity the increase this country, the 
feverish character life being assigned potent cause. Only occa- 
sionally has been suggested that the conclusions the increase 
were wrong, and that the larger number insane found public insti- 
tutions indicated more general resort such institutions rather than 
increase the ratio insane Some support for this 
theory found recent announcement the Indiana Board State 
Charities. The board thinks “safe say that insanity not in- 
creasing proportionately Indiana. Possibly, could sift the poor- 
asylum population and verify our figures should find that less pro- 
portionate number our population insane than was the case twenty 
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years ago.” From the most reliable statistics obtainable learned that 
the ratio insane the population Indiana 1880 was one five 
hundred and sixty-five. figures for 1890 are available, but 1892 the 
ratio was stated approximately one six hundred. 1898 the 
ratio, based upon the population, estimated the Bureau Statistics, 
was thought one six hundred and seventy-five. Taking the num- 
ber that year (forty-three hundred) and using the population 1900, 
the ratio would one five hundred and eighty-five. Using the figures 
tabulated the office the board, the ratio would be, according the 
census 1900, one five hundred and fifty-eight. explaining how 
lists the insane are sometimes unduly swelled, the board says that 
feeble-minded epileptic persons and those senile condition are 
often classified insane, particularly almshouse managers. 


coMMITTEE five from the Bellevue Medical Board, New York 
City, has decided that the work caring for patients the alcoholic 
and insane wards Bellevue Hospital too great for one interne, and 
has assigned interne each these wards. Mr. Kellar has made

There are special ser- 
vices, such douching, catheterizing, attending surgical dressings, 
giving sponge-baths medicated baths, attendance during operation, 
which require only stated time for their performance. Many persons 
are glad able obtain nurse for the limited time required with- 
out being obliged board and lodge her during the hours when she 
not needed order have her hand when she is. This system 
particularly suited the care chronic invalids, who require skilled 
service for short time only each day. The prices charged one visit- 
ing nurse are follows: Obstetrical cases, six hours less, three dol- 
lars; surgical and obstetrical dressings, twice daily, ten dollars per 
general cases, one dollar per hour.

THE NATIONAL LEAGUE CERTIFICATED NURSES GREAT 
BRITAIN AND IRELAND 


would like call the attention our organized nurses especially the 
movement now going England, fostered the Matrons’ Council, for laying 
the foundations general union nurses’ organizations. The general plan 
and purposes are very similar those our Associated Local self- 
governing groups nurses are send their delegates central national body, 
which may thus, time, represent the entire nursing profession, and affiliation 
with the Matrons’ Council looked for, just have affiliated this country 
with the Superintendents’ Society. 

cannot doubt that this the strongest possible way which organize 
ourselves wish ever make our united influence self-govern- 
ment and independence, friendly co-operation and federation with other local 
bodies, and international union. Already the British Islands have two groups 
over four hundred members each ready combine,—St. Bartholomew’s League, 
corresponding our Alumne Associations, and the Dubiin Nurses’ Club, cor- 
responding our general associations. The Constitution the English National 
society given follows: 

ARTICLE I.—NAME.

Associations composed graduates schools nursing connected with 
general hospitals not less than fifty beds, giving three years’ full training 
the wards the hospital and certification after examination. 

Associations composed graduates schools nursing connected with 
Poor Law infirmaries not less than two hundred beds, giving three years’ full 
training the wards the infirmary and certification after examination, and 
whose training-schools are recognized the Local Government Board. 

Professional associations nurses, formed for the benefit nurses, the 
members which hold the qualifications training defined above. 
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ARTICLE IV.—MEMBERSHIP. 

Membership the National League shall confined trained nurses 
defined above, and divided into members, active members, and honorary members. 
Members shall consist all members the affiliated associations. Active mem- 
bers shall consist delegates duly elected represent these associations the 
Grand Council the National League, and shall include all honorary officers 
the National League. Honorary members shall consist only nurses who have 
rendered distinguished service the nursing profession. 


ARTICLE V.—OFFICERS. 

The honorary the National League shall president, first and 
second vice-presidents, secretary and treasurer, who shall ex-officio members 
all committees. 

ARTICLE VI.—GOVERN MENT.

The National League shall governed Grand Council composed

Societies affiliated the National League shall have the right repre- 
sentation delegation the Grand Council follows: Each association 
under hundred members shall have the right depute one delegate; over one 
hundred, and three hundred members, two delegates; and over three hun- 
dred members, three delegates, after which there shall increase repre- 
sentation.

THE CLEMENTINA HOSPITAL 


HANOVER, GERMANY. 

The Clementina Hospital, Hanover, was started twenty-five years ago 
lady who private life was known Friiulein Lutzerode, with one small 
house, two assistant nurses, and three beds for private patients. They now have 
pleasant and rather pretentious brick building four stories high with large gar- 
dens surrounding it, and can accommodate from fifty sixty patients. 

There are over fifty hospitals and “stations” the Order the Red Cross 
Germany, which this the parent house, and Friiulein Lutzerode, Frau 
Oberin,” what her title suggests—the Mother Superior all. There are one 
hundred and twenty-three nurses belonging the order, thirteen only remaining 
the hospital Hanover the present time. Young women and widows from 
twenty forty years age, from both high and middle classes, are accepted 
probation. 

None who have been servants are admitted; none with young children. All 
must have had good ordinary education. 

Though distinctly religious Lutheran,—four five 
Catholic Sisters have been accepted from time time, their admission being 
allowed the laws governing the order. 

Probationers must take the hospital two dark-blue cotton dresses, one 
alpaca dress, plain underclothing, low-heeled boots that not “creak,” and

another year, even two years, happened one instance. 

The Sisters are given four weeks annually, when they home, and during 
that time they need not wear their uniform. 

they have home, friends whom they wish visit, there station 
the Hartz Mountains where they may go, and they are allowed certain sum 
money for their board. 

rare instances Sister allowed home member her immediate 
family should very ill. Eight weeks the limit such visit annually, yet 
case was cited where Sister was given two years’ leave absence, owing 
the chronic illness the mother, whose only helper was younger daughter, who 
had not finished her education. Rather than sacrifice the younger child, the 
nurse was allowed take her place. the only instance the kind, however. 

Accepted nurses are supposed remain always under the Mother Superior 
and the rigid rules the order. But should Sister wish leave for good and 
sufficient reasons, the Frau Oberin can release her. She must then return the 
pin, cross, and uniforms, and she desires she will given testimonial 
her standing and character the order. Otherwise the Sisters remain all their 
lives. For those who become too old work worn out there pension and 
home, where they may stay long they live. 

Probationers who enter after forty years age cannot receive the pension 
receive the benefits the Invalids’ Home. 

The training entirely practical, and given the wards the Frau 
Oberin’s assistants. few lectures were one time given the resident physi- 
cian, but they were shortly abandoned, now neither studies nor examinations 
are required. 

There are medical and surgical wards for men and women, rooms for private 
patients, ward for children, two operating-rooms, and dispensary, where the 
sick poor are treated free charge. 

contagious obstetrical patients are admitted. 

nurse has about three months’ training each the different depart- 
ments. 

She has the opportunity seeing various methods treatment, the 
patients are largely sent the doctors the city and are treated them 
there. connection with the dispensary, there drug department. This 
also the nurses’ province: they are their own pharmacists, and prepare all drugs 
used the hospital. 
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Sisters are supplied with uniforms, caps, and underclothing. 

Boots, gloves, soap, hair-pins, and similar necessities they must buy out 
allowance eight marks (two dollars) per month. 

They are sometimes sent out private duty, but are subject recall the 
Frau Oberin should the needs the hospital demand it. Twice week such 
nurses must report personally the Mother Superior, and should the patient 
the family doctor demand things that not customary for them do, they 
are not allowed refuse agree the point, but must report the facts imme- 
diately letter the Frau Oberin, who deals with them herself. charges 
are made for outside work. understood such patients, however, that they 
are expected give whatever they consider the Sisters’ services may worth. 
Though sometimes happens that wealthy patient may give little even 
nothing, not true the majority cases. Barring the thirty thousand 
marks (seven thousand five hundred dollars) the interest which used for 
the invalid Sisters, the hospital quite dependent upon such gifts, and they have 
all they need. 

Aside from nursing and pharmacy, some the nurses have learned photog- 
raphy and develop their own photographs. 

The general cleaning the hospital outside the wards,—washing dishes, etc., 
—is done the servants usually, but case necessity the Sisters would 
upon. 

Several occupy one sleeping-room together, and this they are required 
keep order themselves. They rise five-thirty summer, six A.M. 
winter. Twice week longer intervals they take turns watching 
night.” 

They have one hour daily for rest, and nine their work must fin- 
ished. Attendance morning and evening prayers compulsory, also service 
the little chapel Sundays, unless occupied with the sick. Exercising the 
fresh air for one hour allowed daily during their hour rest, but two hours 
week they must spend out-of-doors. 

Once two months they are allowed call the Frau

Private correspondence allowed only Wednesday evenings. the 
other hospitals and stations there Sister charge, and all the other Sisters 
are subordinate her, but all are subordinate the Frau Oberin, and all mat- 
ters moment must referred her.

THE PAN-AMERICAN EMERGENCY HOSPITAL 


Pan-American Emergency Hospital located the west side the 
Exposition Grounds, near the West Amherst gate, and west the Service Build- 
ing. T-shaped plan, with the main front and entrance towards the 
north. The central portion the building two stories height, and 
pied the first floor the main lobby, reception-room, and offices, while the 
second floor divided into sleeping-apartments for the hospital corps. 

The medical and surgical wards, also the office the medical director and 
pharmacy, are the east and west wings the building. the rear south 
wing are the sterilizing- and operating-rooms, the kitchen and dining-room, the 
office the house surgeon, and ambulance quarters. 

The building frame construction, the inside walls and ceilings plas- 
tered, the exterior decorations being staff, while the roof covered with 
imitation Spanish tile. The ambulance quarters are equipped for two ambu- 
lances the automobile type. 

From the Emergency Hospital the administration the medical depart- 
ment will directed the medical director, Dr. Roswell Park, assisted 
Dr. Vertner Kenerson. 

addition the hospital building, there will provided, occasion 
may require, several Emergency Hospital tents located about the grounds, 
that assistance may given with the greatest possible promptness. 

While the plan for engaging nurses has not been fully formulated, 
understood that graduate nurses will engaged for one month more 
nominal salary, board and lodging furnished the Exposition Grounds. 
The hours duty will arranged give them considerable time 
themselves. This will enable them see the Exposition under very favorable 
circumstances. 

The usual duties pertaining such positions will assigned the superin- 
tendent nurses. She will have direction the selection nurses and the 
regulation their work. This will somewhat peculiar character, because 
the situation and scope the hospital, being purely for emergency pur- 
poses. case will kept there longer than required for their first aid and 
enable them moved without danger their lodging-places some 
other hospital. Nevertheless, completely equipped operating- and dressing- 
room will provided for all cases that need prompt surgical aid. Experience 
previous expositions has shown the wisdom of—even the necessity for—such 
provisions. least two automobile ambulances will ready instant’s 
notice any part the grounds. Stretchers and litters will also pro- 
vided. Complete telephone connections with all parts the grounds will 
established. this way any emergency case can speedily cared for. Between 
September and February over four hundred accident cases have been cared 
for the temporary accommodations present located the Service Building, 
average nearly three day. This shows the necessity maintaining 
such hospital department during the period construction. 
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Graduates training-schools good standing desiring positions under the 
above conditions are invited make applications the “Superintendent 
Nurses, Service Building, Pan-American Exposition Grounds, Buffalo, New 
York.”

the nurse made very easy. contemplate constructing three wards more 
the same character when make future extensions. 

believe these wards superior the long wards, unless the bath-rooms and 
serving-rooms are arranged open into the ward the centre instead 
the end. The last bed ward that ninety-five feet long long way 
from service-rooms when these are located the end the ward.

With the recollection three years’ residence hospital having one 
pavilion, the Johns Hopkins Hospital, think the advantages and dis- 


advantages are about evenly balanced. 


ADVANTAGES. 


The ventilation quite perfect 
circular ward, and with central shaft, 
temperature ward more easily reg- 
ulated. 

More cosey and cheerful for the pa- 
tients, who can see one another better 
and can rule attract the nurse’s at- 
tention better than long ward. 

Less running for the nurse, and much 
more convenient for the serving 
meals, changing bed-linen, than the 
long wards. 


DISADVANTAGES. 


The shaft ugly, cuts off part 
the ward from sight, that the nurse 
cannot see all her patients one 
time, nor can one always see the nurse, 
supposing there but one duty.

However, remember that science exact, and therefore two 
people cannot well express the same thing differently. 

The list Philadelphia nurses only goes far the letter There is, 
perhaps, second volume issued. 

The Nurse’s Directory” does not pretend directory all nurses’ 
addresses, but only carefully selected list, and published the interests 
nurses, doctors, and patients, being carefully revised twice year.

There were present this meeting representatives every 
important charitable organization the city New York, men and 
women whose names stand for earnest, conscientious work, and whose 
interest the charities the State entirely non-partisan. 

Mr. Fulton Cutting, president the Association for Improving 
the Condition the Poor, presided. Among the speakers were Profes- 
sor George Canfield, president the State Charities Aid Association 
Professor Felix Adler, Mrs. Charles Russell Lowell, Rev. 
hon, D.D., supervisor Catholic Charities New York; Dr. Lee 
Frankel, manager the United Hebrew Charities; Mr. William 
Kellogg, president the Brooklyn Children’s Aid Society, and Mr. 
Nathan Bijur, the United Hebrew Charities. 

The sentiment was unanimous that single Commissioner Chari- 
ties, proposed the Governor, could not satisfactorily perform the 
duties the present board twelve members. This proposed change 
has been most emphatically denounced the clergy and the press, 
and the voice the people would seem against it.

lishing preparatory school entirely outside the hospitals, charging 
the pupils moderate fee which would, least measure, defray the 
cost maintenance. Pupils could prepared from this central school 
for any number hospitals which would agree upon uniform standard 
admission. There has been some consideration school this 
kind Boston, but have not heard that yet taking form. Wher 
shall have reached some such plan training, which will give 
uniform standard admission, and shall have gained State registration, 
shall have made great progress nursing standards.

The details this acci- 
dent were generally circulated through the press that not neces- 
sary dwell upon them here. Such accidents come terrible warn- 
ing the officers institutions, who are responsible for the lives 
helpless people. the duty the Board Managers proprietors 
the building see that the proper means fire protection and escape 
provided. the duty the officer charge know that sys- 
tematic and conscientious supervision against fire maintained day 
and night, and that the working force properly instructed what
